Arnobius (not marking the Hebꝛue 
ſence, Homo & Homo) vnderſtandeth 
Adam begetting ſonnes which may poſ- 
ſeſſe the earth , + Chꝛiſt begetting ſonnes 
which may poſſeſſe the Yeauens : But 
theſe woꝛds make nothing foz the purpoſe

This Fountaine is Baptiſme and the 
holy Spirite, with his giftes , wherby alſo 
commeth the waſhing away of ſpirituall 
vncleaneneſle : and the knoweledge of the 
Scriptures to the edifping of the Church.

To be bꝛeefe. in Syon, (that is) in the 
Church, Gad himſelfe dwelleth as in his 
ſpirituall Temple: what marucll is it 
then, if in the Church onely liuelie foun- 
taines oꝛ welſpꝛings of al graces do burſt 
foꝛth and water this Paradiſe, vnto fruai⸗ 
kying in this ſpirituall Syon? Ile do here 
finde aſſuredly , the woꝛd of God in a Ca⸗ 
tholique ſence, the Spirit of Chꝛiſt, fayth, 
true righteoulnes, remiſſion of ſins, peace 
of Conſcience, Joy of the ſpirit, Loue, and 
fulfilling of the Law, and whatſoeuer ſpi⸗ 
rituall benefits may be: becauſe we finde 
the neuer failing fountaine of all benefits 
God himſelfe, who is the moſt liuely bleſ- 
ſedneſſe.

Hereby therefoze the Pꝛophet teacheth 
in the perſon of God, that the befoze men⸗ 
tioncd People, although hetherto they 
kne we not God, and were manifeſtly vn- 
godly and accur ſed (as al other nations be 
ing without hope, wanting knowledge 
of God in this woꝛlde) ſhall pet notwith- 
ſtanding, be receiued into grace and fauo2 
of the Goſpel. As if he ſayd,J wil remem⸗ 
ber thoſe Nations , amongſt them which 
will know me: that is, amona ſt myelect

We do here 
finde aſſuredly , the woꝛd of God in a Ca⸗

of Paule, whoin Rom. 3. teacheth, That 
the Iewe is not juſtified by the workes of 
the Law , but by fayth in Chriſt the righ- 
teous and only iuſtifier. And by and by he 
after that, ſayth: Is hee the GGD of the 
Iewes onely Is he not alſo God of the G- 


tiles? verſes 29. 30. Tes, of the Gentiles 


he is alſo God, which iuſtifieth Circumci- 
ſion by fayth, and vncircumciſion through 
faith. And in the 9 Rom. ver. o he ſayth: 
What ſhall we ſay then ? that the Gentiles 
which followed not rightcouſneſſe , haue 
attained vnto righteouſnes, cuen the righ- 
tcouſneſlc of faith. 

Here the Scripturc openly teacheth ( 
farre as vnto iuſtiſication pertaineth)that 
there is ns difference betweene the Iewe 
andthe Gentile : all haue ſinned and haue 
need of the glozy of God, but by the alone 
grace of Chailt they are iuſtificd, And as 
D. Peter in Acts 15. confeſſeth, God (ſo 
much as to iuſtification belongeth ) made 
no difference betweene the Iewes and the 
Gentiles. verſe 9. If hee made no diffe- 
rencc betweene them, if he alſo iuſtiſie the 
Gentiles by faythin Chꝛiſte, enen then as 
gapnelhall the Gentiles be founde inft by 
Charft : Jfthey be iuſt, then alſo do they 
teiopce in the Lozd, they reioyce in Syon ,

They haue aſwell their dwelling place as 
the lewes , the fleſh of Abraham haue in 
Syon: out of which Citty no man is exclu⸗ 
ded, but by that incredulity , which wyth 
the vnfaythful lewes he reieceth: becauſe 
they imbꝛaced not Jeſus Chꝛiſt the king 
of Syon, V Vhom the Father himſelfe ( as 
Dauid ſayth)appointed to rule ouer Syon 
his holy hill: And placed him as the head 
of the Gẽtiles. Therfoꝛe, p dwelling place 
of all which truely retoyce, (that is to ſay 
of Chriſtians) is in Syon, namly the church 
of Chꝛiſt: concerning which toy of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, the Pꝛophet Eſay thus pzophecieth 
in the 51. Chapter: loy and gladnes ſhall 
be tound in Syon , thankſ-giuing and the 
voyce of praiſe, ver. 3. And the redeemed 
ſhail returne, and come with ioy vnto Sy- 
on, and euerlaſting ioy ſhall be vpon their 
heades, they ſhall obtaine ioy and gladnes, 
and ſorrow & mourning ſhal fly away. ver.

F02, tfa man behold the 
church accozding to p outward ſhew, ſhe 
ſhal not be ſeene the dwelling place of the 
which reioyte, but a loathſome pꝛiſon of 
ſo2rowfull and afflicted perſons, Therfoze 
the bleſſings of that ſpirituall habitation, 
do erc&de all vnderſtandings, and are not 
perceiued with flethlp eyes: and the vn⸗ 
godly ones in this woꝛlde, are not woꝛthy 
to ſte, no not the leaſt Cittizen of thys holy 
Citty , adoꝛned with thoſe her true bleſ⸗ 
fings , which we haue in Chꝛiſte, The 
woꝛlde ſereth the outwarde man which is 
toꝛrupted, but he ſeecth not the heauenlye 
Jeruſalem with her cittizens borne a new 
of the Sppꝛite. 

The ritch glutton in Luke 16. ſecth

The Apoſtles thoſe mall excellent and no⸗ 
ble Pzinces in Chaiſtes kingdome, howe 
afflicted were they in the kingdome of this 
| woz2ld 2 They ſcemedoutwardly the vileſt 
perſons of all men, they were buftfited 
with blowes, they wandered vncertaine 
coaſtes, they were railed on and became 
as the moſt loathſome things of the woꝛld 
Where (J p2ay vou) were then the eyes 
which could perceiue ſuch and ſogreat cõ⸗ 
pieres of the heauenly kingdome: finally, 
how vnknown was Chailt, the king and 
builder of the eternall kingdome, vnto the 
Childꝛen of this woꝛld, in the Sinagogue 
of his people? Foz as it is ſayd by Peter, 
If carnall eyes could haue ſcene & known 
the Lord of glorie, the Iewes would not 
haue crucified him. And in the 22. Pſal. he 
telleth vs what manner of perſon he was nn 
reputed in the woꝛld. I am aworme ( ſayth „e. - * 
he) and no man, a reproch of men, and the 
outcalt of the people, al they which ſee me 
haue laughed me to ſcorne. verſe 6, 
This one thing therloꝛe let vs be careful 
of, That we may ftill continue in the cit⸗ 
ty of God, ( euen by faith in Chꝛiſt) let vs 
reddily imbꝛace affiicion , as the compa⸗

nion of the Goſpell, and foz the name of 
Chꝛiſte, as the heauenly watchwoꝛd and 
badge of his kingdome, let vs not eſteeme 
oz paſſe any thing, what blind iudgments 
of this wozld are giuen vpon vs, but lette 
the determination of the holy Ghoſt, tou⸗ 
ching vs in this Palme, be only ſet befoꝛe 
our eyes. viz. The Lorde loueth the gates 
of Syon: what ſhall the moſt peſtilent en⸗ 
uie of the enimies then hurt vs, which cri⸗ 
eth, chat we are gone from God, and from 
his Church? The Loꝛd himſelfe buildeth 
the Citty wherein we are, although then 
in the ſight of the Childꝛen of this wozld, 
the ſeeme outwardly vile and a dungeon, | 
yet is ſhee an excellent and impꝛegnable 
Citty. The Aduerſarics repꝛoch vs with 
erroꝛs, but hecre they that acknowledge 
Chꝛiſt, do well vnderſtand, that all foun- 
tames of Gods graces do flow in this citty 
of God Therftoꝛe euen then alſo doth the 
ſound doctrine of Chꝛiſt, a right and true 
fayth, yea god woꝛkes inderde, and ſtudie 
aftcr godlines here hence flow fo2th like⸗ 
ile, pet doubticiſe fayth is far moꝛe luke 
warme in vs, then is expedient. But wee 
muſt pꝛay vnto the Loꝛd, that inſtantly, 
that what he hath mercifully begun in vs,

There ſhall be no more death, nor mour- 
ning, nor crying, nor ſorrowe, but God 
ſhall wipe away in her, all teures from 
the eyes of his true beleeuers. Aopoc. 21. 
verſe 4. 

Let the Childzen of thys Mozlde 
take their delyght in earthlie Citties, 
and fill theyz mindes wyth pleaſures , 
which ſhall ſoone haue an ende, foꝛ they —— 
ſhall bee conſumed from of the Earth, fortable cb.
